OXFORD, N. C., June 2.—Robert Henderson 


was hanged hero yesterday for tho murder of 
his wife. The execution was a private one, 
hut tho few pei-sous allowed by law being ad- 
mitted, within the inclosuro. Despite tho fact 
Ihasthe public was excluded an. immense 
crowd was in town to witness tho execution. 
Henderson was perfectly calm. Ho dressed 
himself in tho morning with unusual care, and 
informed tho sheriff .an horn- before the 
time fixed for tho execution that he was 
ready for his fate. 
Ho walked. up the 


scaffold.stops with perfect self-possession. 
On tho gallows tho doomed man made a few 
remarks, iu which he confessed that he mur- 
dered his wife, but did not express any re- 
grot for the deed. About an hour before 
Henderson was carried 'out of his coll quite a 
uumbor of his Sunday school class called to 
bidhimeood-oy. Ho talked with the chil- 
dren for some time in tho most cheerful man- 
ner. Tha drop was drawn at 13 o'clock. Tho 
body was suspended for eighteen miuutcs, 
when it was cut down and given in charge of 
tho murderer's friends. 


Robert Henderson was a bright mulatto, 34 


years old, five feet nine inches high, and con- 
sidered i» the neighborhood, and among his 
race to be quite a stylish man.- For many 
vears past Henderson had been anoxhorterm 
the Baptist church and a regular attendant 
upon divine services. Ho -had several times 
been detected in suspicious intimacy with 
some of the young female members of his 
congregation. About seven months before 
themuvdorof his victim Henderson roamed 
her. Sho was eight or ten years his junior, 
and considered quite attractive. 


The rirl was a general favorite among h»r 


sox, and was sought by several woll-to.-do col- 
ored men of the neighborhood. Although it 
is .believed the girl did not- prefer -Henderson, 
sho accepted his attentions, and by some 
moans he finally induced her. to wed him. 
:; to tho time of tho marriage the husband was 
quite attentive to two or three other young 
' darnsols Theso relations wero continued a* Wi- 
the wedding. Ou tho liSth of October last 
an uncle of tho bvido called at their cabiu. 
about six miles from Oxford, and found 
'her quite ill. Tho husband said sho had 
»a' chill' and was then asleep. Tho wom- 


mrs.unclo insisted upon seeing her, but Hen- 
derson was equally persistent in opposing it 


It seems that a day or .two before his wife 
was seized with tho feigned illness which ro- 


• suited fatally, the woman had complained ol 
• some slight trouble. Henderson adviaod her 


to take a dose of calomel—a medicine that is 
prescribed iu tho south for almost every 
malady and accident. Sho obtained a dose 
of tho medicine, and, it is thought, the hus- 
band managed to' substitute strychnine 
or some other poison, which was taken by tho 
woman.. Tho dose, possibly being too largo, 
was slow iu its action. To prevent detection 
and accelerate his victim's death, it is sus- 
pected that Henderson beat his wife with a 
club until he had accomplished what more 
subtlo moans h.ad" failed to do. After tho 
woman's death was discovered, tho murderer 
refused to permit an examination to bo held, 
asserting that sho was his property in lute and 
equally so m death.
